Of Public Schools Needed 
In our Town.

We have often wondered why 
it is that there is so little inter- 
est taken in the public school of 
this city, and why it is that 
there aie so many pupils who 
should be in the public school 
that are either kept at home or 
sent to Union College, when they 
should be in the Public School. 

When we ask why is this? some 
will tell' us that it is because the 
Public School is badly managed, 
or that their children do not re- 
'e the attention that they 
should, or some other such ex- 
cuse. 

! What we need and 
is more attention gi 
Public School. 

Besides the public 
! goes to the support of our public 
1 school, we can have the city 
; Council levy a tax on the prop- 
j erty of the city and if necessay, 
I a poll tax also, and let it be col- 
lected and paid into the school 
fund; with this fund employ a 
competent pension as Principal of 
the school— someone who is thor- 
oughly competent to discharge 
the duties — and place him at the 
head of the school, also place un- 
der him some three or four com- 
petent teachers who will have 
charge of the different grades. 
Let the school be graded and ar- 
range a regular course of study 
for each department, and is the 
pupils advance, pass them from 
from one grade to the next until 
they shall finally graduate from 
the High School Department. 

They are then prepared to enter 
college, or business if it they w 
prefer. 

' In this connection we will here 
state that it is the intention ol 
the Hoard of Education to cot 
out the Primary and Intermedi 

ate departments of Uniou Col- 
j lege after the next year, and it 
; will then be up to the patrons to 
I make some other arrangements, 
! so why not begin now and make 
the necessary arrangements and 
be prepared before hand so that 
it will not be necessary for the 
College to take this contemplat- 
ed step, but let's take it our- 
selves first, ami establish a first- 
e>ass High School in Barbour- 
ville, one that we would all be 
proud to acknowledge and one 
which will mean a school, in the 
strictest sense of the word 

Don't delay, but act now and 
you will always feel proud of the 
advanced step you have taken. 



CIRCUIT COURT. 

There has been but little work 
accomplished in the court since 
our last report, the most of the 
time has been taken up in cases 
where the juries have failed to 
reach a verdict, and will have to 
be tried again.

before any steps had been taken 
by the courtto interfere with the 
proceedings of elections. 

We feel confident that these 
instructions will prove a 1 68 SOU 
to Knox county Imys, and if any 
were guilty of this effensc that 
they will not repeat t he offense 
again.
